The electric street car aervice is 
fine. Extensive improvements are 
now in progress at the power house, 
from which 27 miles of road are op- 
erated, 8 milea down the river to 
Ironton, O , and 19 to towns up the 
river. 

Natural gas has been piped from 
Martin county about 55 milea away. 
It la used inatead of coal and wood in 
the large steel and rod mills, brick 
varda and other manufactories. Many 
storse, residences and churches are 
heated and lighted with it. 

The auditorium and two other 
rooma of the Christian Church are 
heated. The coat per 1000 cu. feet is 
15 cente, and even cheaper in very 
large quantities. (In Mt. Sterling we 
pay $1.65 per 1000.) 

Telephone aervice is $24 per year 
for business homes and $18.00 for 
residence-. In Mt. Sterling we pay 
$30 and $12.

hi' residence at a total yearly cost of

2 o'clock p.m. I write lo explain 
that I shall not be preaent ami to give 
you the proper reasons for my failure 
to come. 

Born and reared iu Kentucky, I 
am, above all things, a sincere Keu- 
tuckiau at heart. You will recall the 
fact that the eveuo of the pait six o 
eigtit mouttiB in Kentucky haa givei 
rise to political issues which appeal Ii 
loyal Kentuckians with a force ant 
an eloquence which ia stronger than 
that of the usual issues contained ii 
patty platforms. 

Our people are. called upon at the 
next election to give approval or dis- 
approval to an administration of hi- 
fair* 'ii this Slate which couiiteuanc 
ed, if it did not direct and advise, tin 
commission of one of the mott cruel 
assassinations which the history oi 
our country has ever known ; thev 
are called upon to approve or disap- 
prove of the i j - . • of armed troops and 
flailing guns on election day for the 
purpose of controlling the election ;

the purpose of protecting the assass- 
ins and aidiug them iu their escape, 
as well as for the purpose of driving 
he duly, accredited members of the 
'■eueral Assembly from the legisla-

A VIEW OF CHINA. 
The "I Ho Ch'iean"or "Right- 
eous Harmony Fist Society" has 
for years stirred up a regular hor 
net's nest in China. This society 
which we call the "Boxers" is an 
old secret society organized two 
hundred and fifty years ago, of 
plotters against the Manchu dy- 
nasty, which has ruled China du- 
ring this time. Though their 
plots have never been successful 
against the Manchus, yet they 
have had a continued existence 
under different names such as 
"The White Lotus Society" and 
"The Great Knife and Sword So- 
ciety," which last perhaps most 
accurately describes them. Re- 
cently their hatred has been turned 
from the Manchurians to foreign- 
ers. It is said the slumbering so- 
ciety was awakened to life by 
Roman Catholic aggressiveness 
China. There are a great many 
Cathoiics in China, and as is char- 
acteristic of them, they will dab- 
ble in civil affairs. It is a historic 
fact that the Jesuits have at 
time or another been banished 
from every nation on earth except 
the United States. Recently 
through pressure from the French, 
Special privileges have been ac- 
corded Roman Catholic subjects. 
.This is exceedingly humiliating 
and dijgracefnl to the Chinaman. 
The Roman Priests under pressure 
again from France have been giv- 
en rank and have acquired im 
mense influence. So much have 
they acheived in this line that a 
native convert in trouble with 
hi- neighbor, subjected to a law 
suit or arrest, applies immediately 
to his priest, who responds by 
sending his card to the local mag- 
istrate.

The Tea Trade. 

Most people have probably overlook- 
ed the danger which threatens their 
morning cup of tea Irom the present 
Chinese troubles. 

An intimation from the Chicago 
stom house points to a crisis iu tea 
drinking. The anticipation of arise 

n the price of tea as a result ot the 
war has caused an enormous with- 
Irawal of this commodity. So great 
lave been the withdrawals that the 
v>llnctions of duties for the past teu 

precedented. On Monday the customs 
collections were $4-1,000. Every day 
of the present month has shown lar- 
ger collections than (lie ooi FMpOBdtag 
riod a year ago. The collections 
have been coming in at the rate of 
over $200,000 per week and the offl 
at the service feel sure that the 
high water mark of $8,000 000 for the 
fiscal y ear will be exceeded. Al- 
though mobt of the teas lined in this 
iart of the country come from Japan, 
he quantity received from China is 
onsiderablo. The war is likely to 
ffect the Japanese shipments as well 
as those irom China, because of the 
chartering of all vessels for trans- 
porting troops. Taking all those con- 
ditions iuto consideration the dealers 
is feel certain that a sharp rise iu 
prices wiii souu OOma , and they are 
getting their stocks iu hand in order 
prepared for the !■!«*! an4 lt« nr. 
companying increased profits.

He then returned to the 
door and asked them inside. In one 
ier, covered up by sheets taken 
from the bed, was what appeared to 
be a piece«of machinery. One4ialf 
of the room; which originally had 
been two rooms, was evidently a work- 
shop. Mechanical drawings were up- 
on a table, and glass tubes filled with 
colored liquids were on shelves, Tn 
one corner was a set of shelves con- 
taining works on chemistry, in Rus- 
sian and French. 

In contrast to many rooms in the 
house, the apartments were clean.

CHRISTIAN OF DENMARK. 

Something About the Be3t-L©Ttd King 
in Europe. 

The Panes, as a nation, are demo- 
crats. Their country is too small 
for t'.asi dilti&etiojU, they will tell 
you, smiling good-humoredly the 
while, as if well content thatiUhould 
be thus. And, strange to say, t he 
most thorough-coing democrat among 
them is the king himself. There is 
not a sovereign in all liurope who is 
more loved and respected by his sub- 
jects than King Christian ; indeed, 
the relations between him and them 
•rein tuaj respects quite ideal Thev 
look on him as a father, though, rath- 
ex than as a ruler, as a wise and ex- 
perienced counsellor, one to whom 
they can overturn forguida-nce when 
difficulties arise. They do not always 
take his advice, it is true; on the con- 
trary, as often as not they receive it 
with cavilling, and tell him roundly 
they will have none of it — that they 
will follow their own devices, in fact.

Meanwhile, 
he pays not the slightest attention 
to what they may say or do, hut just 
arranges matters as he thinks best 
for the country at large. For, as 
most democrats, he is at heart more 
than a touch of a despot, a kindly and 
.benevolent despot, it is true, and he 
would a;, soon think of flying M df 
allowing the freaks and fancies of 
party politicians to influence his pol- 
icy, or throw his kingdom out of 
gear. 

Englishmen who visit Denmark 

•often profess themselves finite *ota- 

dslized at the unconstitutional state 
of things they find there. "Why. KM 
years ago we cut off our King 
Charles' head for doing precisely 
what your king is doing now," one of 
them exclaimed the. other day, after 
listening to an account of the way in 
which the Danish kingdom is gov- 
erned. 

"Ah! yea! so ym did," replied his 
Danish hn«t, with the utmost non 
«;halanor< "H"'., JC8 sec, your 
King Charles wa» not popular; whrre- 
«* our King Christian is the most 
popular man in all Denmark." 

"Is that a reason why h» should 
be allowed to trample on popular 
righti, to set at defiance the wishes 
of his people's representatives, and 
levy what taxes he chooses?" demand- 
ed the Englishman, all aglow with 
virtuous iudi-.'nuii'.i.. 

"Yea, surely, the be*t of reasons," 
Trplieu tiie Dane, stolidly. "We are 
very proud of our king; he is the 
' handsomest old gentleman in Kurope, 
.and he bus the l*»»t manners. It is

"Ja, 
a," was the reply from all sides; and 
n a moment the men were close 
round him, with flushed faces and 
eager eye*. 

The kin*; greeted them in his usual 
good-humored, fatherly fashion, and 
i what wa? wrong. They 
If unfolded their grievances, 
forth in telling language how 
?rf living on the very verge of 
starvation, whereas their employers 
ere just rolling in wealth. They 
ked for higher wages, shorter hours- 
id all the recognized items of the 
inn • Dtb century labor programme. 
King Christian listened to them 
;ry patiently, though a whimsical 
look came into his eyes when they 
spoke of starvation; forjudging by 
their faces, a better fed set of work- 
er* than those of Dei: mark it would 
be hard to find. In that part of the 
world I never yet saw man, woman 
or child who looked hungry. At 
length, when they had finished their 
le, his majesty took the matter in 
hand, and set to work to question 
them in a way that showed at onoe 
hat he was. quite as well acquainted 
s they were with 1 lit- whys and where- 
fores of their strike. He pointed out 
to them frankly wherein luc thought 
n the right and wherein 
n the wrong. He proved 
irly th*1 their (employers 
mean? so rich as was pop- 
ularly supposed; proved to them, too, 
anting of higher wages 
hours would spell ruin 
for Danish industry. 

The men defended their position, 
f course; and for a good hour the 
king stood there arguing the caae
